Sir—I have the honor to submit to yon the following report on the births, deaths, and marriages registered 
in the province in the year 1891. 

Near the end of the report will be found, under their proper heading, some observations and statistics 
respecting the Northern Territory; but, with these exceptions, everything stated with regard to the colony, 
in either the report itself or the tables accompanying it, is to be understood as referring to the southern 
part of the province only—that is, to South Australia proper. 


POPULATION. 


On December 31st, 1891, the estimated population of the province, exclusive of the inhabitants of the 
Northern Territory and of aborigines, was 320,728, viz., 164,993 males and 155,730 females. This showed 
an advance of 6,528 on the estimated population at the beginning of the year—an increase which (basing the 
comparison in all instances on the estimates as revised since the issue of the late census returns) was con- 
siderably greater than that of any other year since 1884. In the last annual report, it was stated that the 
estimate of population arrived at previously to the taking of the census was shown by the census returns to 
be too high by more than 12,000. When, however, the final revision of the census returns was published, 
the error was found to have been only a little over 10,000. As the estimating of populations in intercensal 
periods is one of the chief difficulties with which compilers of vital statistics have to contend, it may be 
interesting to state how the estimate made here before the census compared with similar estimates made 
in the other Australasian colonies. Absolutely, the South Australian estimate was the third nearest to being 
correct, while relatively to amount of population it was the fourth nearest. The actual amount of error was 
less in only the estimates of Western Australia and New Zealand, while in proportion to population the 
error was less in only those of New Zealand, Victoria, and New South Wales. 

It is noteworthy that in every colony, except Western Australia, the estimate made was found to be too 
high, notwithstanding the fact that in the calculations of some of the colonies a considerable reduction had 
been made for unrecorded departures. The truth is, as partly explained in the last annual report, it is 
nowhere possible to keep complete records of emigration. This being so, it has now been thought advisable 
to make here every month a small, but, it is believed, sufficient allowance for unrecorded departures, so as to 
lessen the danger of our estimates of population becoming unduly inflated. 

In every one of the six years, 1885-90, the population suffered a loss—in some years of thousands of 
people—from the excess of recorded emigration over immigration ; but in 1891 there was a most favorable 
change, the arrivals outnumbering the departures by 406 persons. 

The following table, compiled from the quarterly returns of the Collector of Customs published in the 
Government Gazette, shows the distribution as to route of the recorded immigration and emigration in 1891.

The figures in the table show that with respect to persons over 12 years of age the population gained 
466 males and lost 116 females, while in regard to children under that age it lost 62 males and gained 118 
females, the final result being a gain to the colony of 404 males and 2 females. The figures also show that 
while there was a loss of 11 persons vid Morgan, of 553 vid Serviceton, and of 2,907 wd Cockburn, there was 
a gain of 3,877 by sea. As pointed out in previous reports, especially in the last one, an excess of emigration 
vid Cockburn, though causing statistically a loss to population, cannot be regarded as being in any other 
respect a real disadvantage to the colony. The estimated mean population for the year was 316,560 (162,612 
males and 153,948 females), being greater by 5,060 than the mean population of 1890. : 

Throughout this report and the statistical tables accompanying 1t the annual rates of births. deaths, and 
marriages to population are invariably calculated on the mean populations of the years referred to. 

Since the publication of the final revision of the census returns, the estimates of population for six years 
back, and the corresponding figures showing rates, &c., have all been carefully revised. 


BIRTHS. 


In reference to the number of births, the year 1891 was somewhat more favorable than any of the three 
years immediately preceding it; the births registered numbering 10,737, being more by 378 than those of 
1890; more by 419 than those of 1889 ; and more by 227 than those of 1888. With these exceptions, how- 


eyer, the number was the lowest recorded in any year since 1881. As 
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As explained in the annual report for 1889, the falling off in the number of births in recent years ‘is, 
no doubt, to be attributed chiefly to the loss of adults which the population sustained through the excessive 
emigration”? which commenced in 1885. ‘Fewer married women haying been left in the colony, and 
the number of marriages having decreased owing to the departure of many grown-up young people, the 
natural consequence to be expected was a considerable reduction in the number of births.” — 

The natural addition to population from the excess of births over deaths was 6,526, being greater by 85 
than the corresponding increase of 1890. The birth rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 33°92, against 
33:27 in 1890, and 33°49 in 1889; but with these exceptions, it was below the rate of any other of the last 
twenty years. Notwithstanding, however, anything which has just been stated, there are indications that before 
long the birth records of the colony may be as high as they were years ago ; for the birth returns of 1891 
were in every respect better than those of the two immediately preceding years, the population has ceased to 
suffer loss from excess of emigration, and, as will be shown further on, there was in 1891 a very considerable 
improyement in the marriage returns. ; ie. : f 

By means of a tabular statement which will be found later on, and the information in which—hke all 
similar information given in this report—has been taken from the latest and most authentic sources, the birth 
rate of South Australia can be compared with the birth rates of the other Australasian colonies, the different 
parts of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. 

Of the total births registered 5,481 were male births, and 5,256 female, the proportion of the 
former to 100 of the latter being 104:28, which was below the mean proportion of the eleven years 
ended with 1891, viz., 10510. In England, according to recent returns, the mean proportion for 
the five years ended with 1890 was 103-62, while the latest “* Victorian Year-Book” gives 105-05 
as the mean ratio for the Australasian colonies taken as a whole, the calculations being based upon the 
returns of the quinquennium 1886-90. Everywhere throughout the civilised world more boys are born 
than girls. In Chambers’ Encyclopedia (second edition ; article, ‘‘ Man”) it is stated that the result of 
“more than seyenty million observations”? shows that ‘in Europe generally 106 males are born to 100 
females.’”” When later on in this report the returns of infantile mortality are dealt with, it will be seen that 
the numerical superiority of male births is to a considerable extent neutralised by the excess of male over 
female deaths among infants under 1 year of age. In the first quarter the births registered numbered 
2,314; in the second, 2,774; in the third, 3,037; and in the fourth, 2,612; the births of the second and 
third quarters being, according to the almost invariable rule, more numerous than those of the first and last. 


Tlegitimate Births ——The births entered in 1891 as illegitimate numbered 315, against 259 in the 
previous year, the percentages of illegitimate to all births registered being, for the two years respectively, 2:93 
and 2°50. The latest returns received give the following percentages for the other Australfasian colonies and 
for England :—

For these eleven years the mean percentage in South Australia of illegitimate to the total births registered 
was 2°38, while, according to the ‘* Victorian Year Book” for 1890-91, the mean percentages in the other 
Australasian colonies and the United Kingdom, calculated in each instance on the returns of many years, were 
as follows:—New South Wales, 4°39 ; Victoria, 4:25; Tasmania, 4:06; Queensland, 3°81; New Zealand, 
2°52: England and Wales, 4°9; Scotland, 8-5; and Ireland, 2°5. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered in 1891 numbered 4,211, being more by 288 than those of the previous year, and 
being the largest number recorded in any year since 1886. The deaths of males were 2,252, and of females 
1,959, the proportion being 114-96 of the former to 100 of the latter, which was greater by 10°68 than the 
proportion of male to female births. The death rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 13-30, which, 
though not high, was nevertheless above the death rate of any other year since 1886. The advance in the 
death returns was to a considerable extent due to the severe epidemic of influenza, from which the colonies 
suffered during the year. 


By means of the tabular statement which has already been referred to, and which will be found later 
on, the death rate of South Australia can be compared with the death rates of the other Australasian 
colonies, the different parts of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. 


Of the whole deaths of the year, 874 were registered in the first quarter, 1,099 in the second, 968 in the 
third, and 1,270 in the fourth. Contrary to the general rule, the mortality of the first half of the year was 
less than that of the second, and also, contrary to the rule, the mortality of the third quarter instead of being 
the lowest, was only the second lowest.

It will be seen from this that, comparing the causes of death in the two years by classes, there was in 
1891 an increase in every class except two—dietetic diseases and violence. ‘The two largest advances —79 in 
-constitutional and 98 in developmental diseases—were owing chiefly to an increase in the. former class of 
deaths from old age, and in the latter of deaths from phthisis and cancer. 

As very full particulars are given in the accompanying tables respecting the different causes of death 
specified in them, it is considered necessary to refer specially here to only some of those in the zymotic 
class, and a few of the other causes. 

Chicken-pox. —There was but 1 death from chicken-pox during the year, against 3 in 1890. Only very 
few deaths from this disease occur in the colony. 

Scarlet Fever, Measles.—There were 4 deaths from scarlet fever, against 3 in 1890; and no deaths from 
measles, against 1 in 1890. Ever since 1884 deaths from those diseases have been very few. 

Whooping Cough.—There were 42 deaths from whooping cough, against 129 in the previous year. 

Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric or typhoid fever numbered 73 (48 males and 30 females), being 
less by 21 than those registered in 1890, and being the lowest number recorded in any year since 1880. The 
death rate from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population was only 0°28, against 0°30 in the previous year.

For comparison it may be stated that in England, according to the recent returns of the Registrar- 
General, the rate in 1890 was only 0-18, and the mean annual rate for the quinquennium ended with that year 
0:18, while, according to the latest “‘ Victorian Year Book,” if deaths from simple and ill-defined fevers (which 
deaths, however, are rarely more than a few) be counted along with those from enteric fever, the mean annual 
rates for the Australasian colonies for the seventeen years ended with 1889 were-—New Zealand, 0°36; Tasmania, 
0:41; South Australia, 0°41 ; New South Wales 0°51; Victoria, 0°55 ; and Queensland, 0°80. It would seem, 
therefore, that in reference to enteric fever the colonies compare unfavorably with England. 

Contrary to what usually happens, the deaths from this disease were in 1891 distributed over the whole 
year, the worst months being February with 10 deaths, May with 11, and June with 12. Only 6 of the 
deaths were of children under 5 years of age, and only 5 of persons over 45. In the annual report for 1889, 
it was stated that—‘‘ As many of the deaths from this disease occurred in public hospitals, and were of 
persons who had come from a distance—in some cases eyen from beyond the limits of the colony—and as 
many others were of persons who had returned ill to their homes from yarious directions, it would serve no 
useful purpose to give a minute detail of the local distribution of the deaths.’ For similar reasons minute 
details of such distribution are not given in this present report; but it may be stated that 42 of the deaths 
occurred in the four districts forming ‘‘ Adelaide and suburbs”’ (that is, Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and 
Port Adelaide), only 1 in the districts south of Adelaide district, and the remaining 30 in the other parts of 
the colony. 

It is noteworthy how very few deaths from this disease occur in all that portion of the colony which 
lies south of the district of Adelaide. From 1887 to 1891 they numbered in each year respectively only 4, 
‘shy eh Qe Ie 

Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria numbered 173 (74 males and 99 females), being less by 1 than 
those of the previous year, but, with that exception being the greatest number registered in any year for at 
least twenty years. The proportion of deaths from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population was 0:55, 
against 0°56 in the previous year. Just as happened in 1888, 1889, and 1890, diphtheria continued to claim 
its victims throughout the entire year, the worst period being the six months from April to September, with 
the high record of 113 deaths. Only 16 of the deaths were of persons over 10 years of age. Judging from 
the returns of several years, it would seem that though no age protects a person from liability to an attack 
from this malady, the mortality from it is chiefly confined to children under 10 years old. Of the total 
deaths from this disease, 85 were registered in the four districts forming ‘‘ Adelaide and suburbs,” 19 in the 
districts south of Adelaide district, and the remaining 69 in the other parts of the colony. 

Both in the colonies and in England there seem to be, in many cases, considerable difficulty and un- 
certainty in distinguishing between diphtheria and croup. It may, therefore, sometimes happen that an 
advance in the record of mortality from one of these diseases is due merely to the fact of there having been 
ascribed to it a number of deaths which, but for very slight vague reasons, would have been attributed to the 
other disease. Apparently, however, the increased record of diphtheria in 1890 and 1891 was not owing to 
any cause of this kind, for. so far from there being a falling off in the record of croup, 57 deaths were 
ascribed to it in 1890 and 50 in 1891, which were the highest numbers recorded since 1885. 

Phthisis——The deaths from phthisis were 329 (178 males and 151 females), being more by 35 than 
those registered in 1890, and more by 40 than those in 1889, but with these exceptions, being the lowest 
number recorded in any year since 1885. Of the total deaths from all causes 7°81 per cent. were attributed 
to phthisis, against 7:49 per cent. in the previous year, while the proportion of deaths from this disease 
per 1,000 of the mean population was 1-04, against 0°94 in 1890. The following table shows the proportions 
for the last seven years :—

Cancer.—The deaths from cancer (including malignant new growths) numbered 156 (86 males and 70: 
females), being more by 27 than those registered in 1890, and being the greatest number ever recorded in 
one year. ‘The death rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 0°49 against 0-41 in the previous year. 
For the last seven years the rates were as follows :—

All the deaths in South Australia from cancer, except 7, were of persons over thirty years of age. For 
some years the records of cancer have, on the whole, been tending upwards, both in these colonies and in 
England. Referring to the increase in the latter country, the Registrar-General of England, in the Fifty- 
second Annual Report, states that some of it is attributable to increased accuracy in distinguishing and 
stating causes of death, but adds that “ it must be admitted, as at any rate highly probable, that a real increase 
is taking place in the frequency” of cancerous diseases, including all malignant new growths. 

Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Childbirth.—The deaths ascribed to these causes, including 
puerperal fever, were 61, which was the highest number recorded in any year since 1882. In the inquiry 
respecting still births, abortion, and other matters of a similar nature, which, in consequence of a resolution 
of the House of Commons, is now being made by the Imperial Government through the Governments of many 
countries, including these colonies, one of the questions to which an answer is desired is, in effect, as 
follows:—Of 1,000 women who have become pregnant, how many, on the average, die from diseases or 
accidents resulting from that condition ? The mode adopted by the Registrar-General of England of making a 
calculation of the kind implied in this question is to ascertain the proportion which the recorded deaths from 
diseases and accidents of pregnancy and parturition bear to the number of births registered. Computed in 
this way—that is, by finding the proportion of deaths from the causes in question to 1,000 registered births— 
the rates in South Australia during the last decennium are here given, as are also, for the purpose of com- 
parison, the corresponding rates in England, with the exception of that for 1891 :—

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Cases of abortion, miscarriage, and still births, are not followed by birth registration, and it is evident this: 
must tend to keep the number of recorded births lower than the number of cases of pregnancy, and conse- 
quently, to raise the rates computed in the way described as compared with the true rates. But, on the 
other hand, the rates so computed are affected in just the opposite way also, by the fact that in cases of 
twins or triplets the births registered outnumber the confinements, and by the further fact that the record of 
deaths from causes connected with pregnancy or childbirth is, to some extent, understated, owing to the 
occasional insufficiency of information in the medical certificates. Possibly, the first of these causes of 
error about counteryails the other two, and that the final effect of them is to leave the calculated rates. 
approximately correct, but this is a point it would be difficult to decide. 

The Influenza (or La Grippe) Epidemic.—As stated in the last annual report, it is not improbable that 
this travelling epidemic, which during the last few years has been proying exceedingly destructive in many 
parts of the world, may be the subject of special inquiry by medical men, either in the colonies or in other 
countries. Such particulars, therefore, respecting the mortality from it in this colony in 1891 as can be 
gathered from the registers are here set down in detail, and in a way, it is hoped, convenient for reference, 
should the information be at any time required. 

In the classified lists for 1891, 172 deaths are ascribed to influenza, being more than three times as many 
as the highest number eyer recorded before in one year. Besides these 172 cases, in which it was the 
primary cause of death, there were 42 other cases in which it was mentioned in the registers as one of the 
causes ; so that, altogether, 214 persons (109 males and 105 females) owed their deaths, either chiefly or in a 
less degree, to influenza. As to ages, 16 of these persons were in their first decade (including 12 under 1 
year of age), 8 in the second decade, 18 in the third, 29 in the fourth, 11 in the fifth, 27 in the sixth, 51 in 
the seventh, 35 in the eighth, 18 in the ninth, and 1 in the tenth. With respect to place, the deaths were 
distributed through the settled districts, from Hawker in the north to Mount Gambier in the south, 28 of 
them occurring in the city of Adelaide itself, and 45 in its suburban towns and districts. Neither Yorke’s 
Peninsula nor the country west of Spencer’s Gulf escaped a visitation from influenza, in 1891, as both these 
places did in the previous year. There were 2 deaths in May, 2 in June, 1 in July, 3 in August, 4 in Septem- 
ber, 44 in October, 109 in November, and 49 in Decen:ber, the first occurring on the 11th of May and the last 
two on the 380th of December. In 144 of the cases the influenza was accompanied by diseases of the respira- 
tory system (pneumonia, bronchitis, &c.), in 10 by diseases of the circulatory system, in 8 by phthisis, in 7 by 
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senile decay, in 4 by diseases of the nervous system, in 4 by diarrhoea, and in 1 each by hydatids, chronic 
rheumatism, chronic nephritis, albuminuria, premature labor, spinal curvature, and ulcer of leg, while in the 
remaining 30 cases it was entered in the registers, as the sole cause. Contrary to what might have been 
expected, the visitation of influenza in 1891, though far more calamitous than that of the previous year was 
not accompanied by a corresponding increase in the record of deaths attributed to diseases of the respiratory 
system as the primary causes, the number of such deaths being 557, which though a high number, was only 
1 more than that recorded in 1890. 

Accidental Deaths and Suicide.—Deaths from accident were only 173 (131 males and 42 females), being 
the lowest record in any year since 1885. ‘The five principal causes of accidental death are, in order of fre- 
quency, fracture and contusion, drowning, burns and scalds, suffocation (meaning often the overlaying of 
infants), and poison. It is noteworthy how this order of frequency is maintained, not only in the aggregate of a 
period of years, but year after year. The number of persons who committed suicide in 1891 was 31 (25 males 
and 6 females), being 3 above the average yearly record of the previous decennium, and being in the 
ratio of 9°8 to 100,000 persons living, against 8-5, the mean annual rate of the preceding five years. In 
England the proportion in 1890 was 7:7, while the mean annual rate for the quinquennium ended with that 
year was 7-9. In every one of the Australasian colonies, except Tasmania, self-destruction is, relatively to 
population, more common than it is in the United Kingdom. Everywhere, in proportion respectively to the 
number of persons of each sex living, far more males destroy themselves than females. In this colony in 1891 
the proportion of males who committed suicide was 15:4 to 100,000 males living, and of females only 3°9 to a 
like number of females living; that is to say, self-destruction was in that year nearly four times as prevalent 
among the male population as it was among the female. The following tabular statement of all cases of 
suicides in the last seventeen years shows, arranged in order of frequency, the five chief means of death chosen 
by persons in this colony when bent on putting an end to their own lives. For the purpose of comparison, par- 
ticulars of the order of frequency in England are also shown. They have been taken partly from a table, for 
the years 1858-63, given in the Journal of the Statistical Society, for September, 1881, and partly from a table 
for the years 1871-80, given by the Registrar-General of England in his Annual Report for 1880.

Infantile Mortality—Vhe deaths of infants under 1 year of age numbered 976 (561 males and 415 
females), against 1,000 in 1890, and were in the proportion of 9:09 to 100 births registered, which compared 
favorably with the corresponding rates of the previous six years, and also with those obtaining in the other 
Australasian colonies and in England. From 1885 to 1891 the proportions in South Australia were as 
follows:—

It is considered unadvisable to continue giving, as was done in former reports, proportions for years pre- 
vious to 1885, because it is believed that in the returns of those years the infantile mortality was much over- 
stated owing to the cause indicated and explained in the annual report for 1888. The latest returns show 
that in 1891 the rates in the other colonies were as follows :—

On the whole, the colonies stand well in regard to infantile mortality, since, according to the returns of 
the Registrar-General of England, the two lowest proportions known in that country since the introduction 
of registration were 13:00 in 1881, and 13°50 in 1879, while the proportion has in several years been over 
15:00, and in some even over 16°00. For the quinquennium ended with 1890, the mean proportion in 
England was 14°46. 

It seems to be a natural law—at all events, such is the inference that may be drawn from the returns of 
the Australasian colonies, and of the different parts of the United Kingdom—that infantile mortality is much 
more destructive among boys than among girls. 

In South Australia, for the seven years ended with 1891, the mean proportion of deaths of male children 
under 1 year of age to 100 male births registered was 11°28, while the corresponding rate of deaths of female 
infants to female births was only 9:57. To show what these figures teach, it may be explained that if 1,000 
boys and 1,000 girls were born on the same day, 887 of the former and 904 of the latter might be expected 
to be surviving at the end of a year from their birthday. In order that the probable number of survivors of 
each sex should be the same at the end of the twelve months—that is to say, 904—it would be necessary that 
1,019 boys should be born to 1,000 girls. It has, however, been seen in a previous part of this report, that 
apparently also in accordance with a natural law—more males are born than females. Allowing, then, for 
this excess, if 1,051 boys and 1,000 girls were born at the same time, there would probably be remaining alive 
at the end of the year 933 of the former and 904 of the latter, death haying in the twelve months reduced 
the numerical difference between the sexes from 51 to 29. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages celebrated in 1891 numbered 2,315, being more by 80 than those recorded in the previous 
year, and considerably more than the number celebrated in any year since 1885. The marriage rate for the 
year (that is, the rate of marriages, not of persons married) was 7°31 per 1,000 of the mean population, against 
7-17 in 1890, and was the highest rate attained since 1885. On the whole, whether we regard the rate or 
the actual number celebrated, 1891 was a favorable year with respect to marriages. The marriages in the 
first quarter numbered 594; in the second, 628; in the third, 552; and in the fourth, 541. By means of ee 
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table of comparative statistics, which will be found later on in this report, the marriage rate of South Aus- 
tralia can be compared with the marriage rates of the other Australasian colonies, and several other countries. 

Table 13, accompanying this report, gives detailed information as to the ages of the persons married, and 
shows how many of them were bachelors or widowers, spinsters or widows, and how many were unable to: 
write their names. The number of marriages celebrated during the year according to the ceremonies of each 
religious denomination, and the number of civil marriages, are shown in the following statement :—

A rise or fall in marriage rates or in the value of imports or exports being regarded as generally being 
in some degree indicative of a corresponding change in the prosperity of a country, it was usual in previous 
xeports to give a table in which the marriage rates of the colony for a series of years were compared, year by 
yetir, with the value in each of the total amount of exports. As, however, in recent years a large proportiow 
of the total exports has consisted, not of the products of the colony, but of goods brought here and then 
re-exported, it is felt that the table referred to has now become misleading. It is, therefore, omitted from 
this report, and the following table referring to the colony substituted :—

The table evidently serves the purpose for which it is intended. It is noteworthy how, on the whole, the 
low rates for the central years—which, it will be remembered, were years of comparative depression— 
form across the columns a valley, as it were, between the higher rates of the earlier favorable period and 
those of the recent years of gradually reviving prosperity. 

It is the opinion of statisticans that, if through a series of years the number of marriages in each year be 
compared with the number of léitimate births in the following year a very fair estimate can be obtained of 
the average number of children born to each married couple. Although the figures of a long series of years 
are required to demonstrate the correctness of this opinion, it is generally only necessary to examine those of 
a few years to obtain estimates that may be relied on. The following figures show the proportions of births 
to each marriage in South Australia for six years, in each instance the births compared being for the year 
given and the marriages for the year before :—

It would seem from these figures that 4°89 (nearly 5) is the average number of children born in South 
Australia to each marriage. This is above the average in England and Scotland, and below that in Ireland, 
and in the Australasian colonies is excelled only by the average in New Zealand (5:29). In New South 
Wales the average is 4 68 ; in Queensland, 4°59 ; in Tasmania, 4°48; and in Victoria, 4:25. 


GENERAL RESULTS OF YEAR FOR THE COLONY. 


Viewed as a whole, 1891 was not an unfayorable year with respect to its death record, though not so 
satisfactory asa few of those immediately preceeding it; it was a time of decided improvement in regard to 
births and the celebration of marriages, especially in regard to the latter; while in reference to population it 
was the best year the colony has known since 1884. . 


ADELAIDE AND SUBURBS. 


As explained in the annual report for 1888, by Adelaide and suburbs is meant an area consisting of the 
four registration districts of Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide. Within this area (which is 
262 square miles in extent) there are, in addition to the city of Adelaide, nine corporate towns, and many 
other towns and villiages. The estimated population of Adelaide and suburbs on December 31st, 1891, was 

132,575 
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132,575 (63,660 males and 68,915 females), being more by 2,770 than the estimated population at the beginning 
of the year. The estimated mean population for 1891 was 131,220 (62,898 males and 68,322 females. The 
births registered during the year numbered 4,547 (2,295 males and 2,252 females), being 195 in excess of those 
recorded in 1890. The birth-rate per 1000 of the mean population was 34-65, against 33°85 in the previous 
year. It was higher by 0-78 than that of the whole colony, and higher by 2°57 than the birth-rate of the city 
of Adelaide taken by itself. 

, For comparison, the birth-rates of the capital cities and suburbs of the colonies and of some other 
capitals are here given. The figures for the European cities have been taken from the returns of the 
Registrar-General of England, while those for the colonial capitals haye, for the most part, been extracted 


from special returns which, on application, were supplied to this office by the statistical authorities of the 
different colonies.

by 1°64 than the marriage rate for the whole colony. 


CITY OF ADELAIDE. 


The estimated population of the city on December 31st, 1891, was 38,240 (18,194 males and 20,046 
females), being an increase of 513 for the whole year. The births registered numbered 1,218, being more 
than those recorded in any other year since 1887, and the deaths 933, being the highest number registered 
in any year since 1884. In several of the tables accompanying this report will be found statistics referring 
specially to the city. The Adelaide and Parkside Lunatic Asylums being regarded as forming only one 
institution, it has been the custom to inciude in the returns for the city the deaths occurring in both these 
buildings, although the Parkside Asylum is outside the municipal boundary. This error, never very great, 
was difficult to rectify, owing to its being distributed over months and years and through the various classes 
and orders of diseases. As, however, in consequence of the recent census, it became necessary to make a 
good deal of alteration in the statistical tables, it was thought advisable, notwithstanding the additional labor 
entailed, to complete the adjustment, by taking out everywhere from the city of Adelaide returns for the last 
six years the deaths which occurred at the Parkside Asylum. This will explain why in some of the 
accompanying tables the numbers showing deaths in the city are a little lower than the corresponding 
numbers in former tables. 


The statistical authorities of the different colonies do not agree as to how far births and deaths occurring 
in public institutions, such as hospitals, asylums, gaols, &c., should be included, or whether any of them at all 
should be included in the calculation of the birth and death rates of cities and other large towns. Nor, in 
reference to this matter, are they agreed as to what institutions should be comprehended under the description 
“public,” some giving a much wider meaning to the term “ public institutions” than others do. The only 
comparison, therefore, that can conveniently be made between the birth and death rates of the city of Adelaide 
and those of other large colonial towns is one between the rates inclusive of all births and deaths in public 
institutions. The following figures show the rates per 1,000 of mean population in the towns named, exclusive

Unlike the corresponding 
tables which accompanied the reports for 1888 and 1889, the present table, as well as the one given with the 
report for 1890, may be considered as nearly correct as possible, the estimated populations in both the latter 
instances being the result of calculations based on the returns of the late census. The birth and death rates

NORTHERN TERRITORY. 


It is believed that the want hitherto of detailed and trustworty information respecting the vital statistics 
of the Northern Territory has been a source of inconvenience, not only to the public here, but also to the 
statisticians of the neighboring colonies and frequextly to compilers of books of reference. Arrangements 
have, therefore, been made recently by means of which this depariment will be able in future to supply such 
information. The arrangements are not yet so complete as it is hoped they will be later, but they are 
sufficient to permit of a beginning being made.

Of the population at the end of the year about 1,550 were Europeans by birth or parentage. The 
remainder were Asiatics, very nearly all of them being Chinese. The births registered in 1891 numbered 15, 
the deaths 29, and the marriages 4. The rates per 1,000 of the mean population were, births 2:91, deaths 
5°68, and marriages 0°78. No inference, however, of statistical value can be drawn from these rates, owing 
to the smallness of the numbers dealt with, and the abnormal state of the population in regard to the distribu- 
tion of sex and of age. Of the births registered, 10 males and 3 females were of European parentage and 2 
females of Asiatic parentage. Of the persons who died, 11 males and 2 females were of European race; 15 
males and 1 female of Asiatic race. ‘The following table shows the causes of death in the Territory, 
arranged as nearly as possible in the usual nosological order of sequence, and the number and ages of the 
deceased :—

The rates for other European countries (Denmark, Spain, &c.) have not been given in this table, because 
in the returns accessible they are not calculated on mean populations, and no data are given by means of 
which this defect could be remedied. The deaths eee persons abroad, civil and military, are registered 
in France, and this, of course, h pf to raise the. éath rate there. It will be seen that in the comparative 
statement as it stands South Australia shows the ninth highest birth-rate, the tenth highest marriage-rate, and 
the third lowest death-rate. If, however, the seven Australasian colonies alone are considered, South Australia 
shows the fourth highest birth-rate, the fourth highest marriage-rate, and the third lowest death-rate. 

The following table shows the estimated population in each of the seven Australasian colonies on 
December 31st, 1891. ‘The numbers given are exclusive of the aborigines, except, that in the case of New 
Zealand, about 2,100 half-castes, living as Europeans, are included; and that in the case of the other colonies 
a few entirely civilised aborigines may have been considered and counted as forming part of the ordinary 
population :—

The number of aborigines in Queensland at present is not known. At the census of 1886, the number 
as given in the returns was 11,906, but it was believed that the true number was about 20,000. Of those in 
Western Australia, only such as were comparatively civilised were counted when the recent census was taken. 
In Tasmania, the aboriginal population has quite died out. It is evident, however, that if the total number 
of the aborigines could be ascertained, the population, all told, of the seven Australasian colonies would be 
found to have been on December 31st, 1891, about 4,000,000. probably a little over. 


CONCLUSION. 

Wherever, in this report or the tables accompanying it, the numbers differ from the corresponding 
numbers formerly given, it is to be understood that those now presented are correct, for the recent census 
having rendered a good deal of revision inevitable, the occasion was taken to examine the returns for several 
years back and to rectify any errors that could be discovered. ‘The numbered tables, too, haye bezn a little 
improved in other respects so as to render them more explicit, and, for the sake of conyenience, they are so 
arranged as to sequence that they may be transferred into the Statistical Register just as they stand.
